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ST. MICHAEL'S HOLD ANNUAL MEETING 


A large crowd and successful din- 
ner started the annual meeting of St. 
Michael] and All Angels’ Church on 
Tuesday evening in the Dining Room 
of the Memorial Hall. The meeting 
opened with a short round of commun- 
ity singing, in order as the rector said, 
to help along the digestion. This was 
led by Mr. Patrick, with Mrs. J. Dow- 
nie at the piano. 

The rector opened the meeting pro- 
per, with a short history tracing the 
need of relinquishing the grants from 
England on the outbreak of the war, 
and the consequent need of becoming 
self-sufficient in Canada. The suc- 
cess of the appeal to the parishioners 
was unbounded, he stated. The Dio- 
cese of Calgary, of which Strathmore 
is a part, oversubscribed their assess- 
ment. This meant, stated Mr. Pear- 
son, that even in wartime the church 
would be able to cease their program 
ef cutting down, and start on expan- 
sion. 

The year 1941 shows the financial 
standing o fthe Church in better shape 
than it ever has been in Strathmore. 

A welcome addition to the church 
here, he reported, was the purchase 
of 118 pews from Calgary. This is 
four more than was originally intended 

Last year, 1940, set a new high re- 
cord in attendance for the previous 
ten year period—during 1941, even 
this mark was surpassed, said Mr. 
Pearson. 

Mr. Pearson thanked very warmly 
his secretary treasuer, Mr. Ridley, and 
his envelope secretary, Mr. Wagstaffe, 
for their untiring efforts and for their 
unbounded success, 

At present, said Mr. Pearson, the big 
problem of the church is the Sunday 
School.. He showed the necessity of 
changing the date to Wednesday, and 
stated that this was not working out 
as well as might be. There were 
too many other conflicting items. 

In closing his report, Mr. Pearson 
expressed much gratitude to his war- 
den, S. H. Crowther, and nominated 
as his successor, Mr. Ted Hartell. 

Presenting the report of the W. A., 
Mrs C. Lambert showed the amount of 
work that had been done by the ladies 
during the year, and the amount of 
Money that had been raised. The 
group is left after the year’s opera- 
tions, in good financial standing. 

The report of the Altar Guild, pre- 
sented by Mrs. Patrick showed increa- 
sed membership and activity, but, said 
Mrs. Patrick, “At present, the Guild 
has no funds, whatsoever.” 

The report of the secretary treas- 
urer and his presentation of the bud- 
get for the ensuing year, showed that 
in spite of starting the year with a 
number of small accounts in arrears, 
the church was now not only free of 
debt, but it has also a cash balance. 

The budget for this year, while em- 
bodying some increased items, is still 
materially lower than for last year, 
and Mr. Ridley stated that he hoped, 
with the added support of a number-of 
members of the parish, to achieve 
this year, financial independence ap- 
art altogether from teas, bridges and 
soon. “No more cakes, no more pies, 
no more salads-_---”

Winnipeg— The University of B. C. 
Friday won the McToun Cup, emblem- 
atic of the debating championship of 
western universities.

vear approximate y 25,000 horses move 
from the prairie provinces to East- 
ern Canada. 

The ban on the sale of rubber tires 
and prospective reduced farm imple- 
ment manufacturing is likely to cur- 
tail the trend of farm mechanization 
and increase the use of the horse for 
farm power. There have been some 
fears expressed that there were not 
sufficient horses in the province to 
supply the demand in case farmers 
turn from power farming.

Ottawa— On the eve of the opening 
of the new session of parliament 
there is naturally much rumor and 
surmise on the Government's measure 
for a fuller use of the man and woman 
power of the nation. The scope of 
this measure which the government 
has been carefully considering for 
sometime is a well guarded secret. 
More women will be trained and 
brought into industry, particularly 
those branches of war industry for 
which they have shown special adapt- 
ability, but that is of course only one 
phase of the question. What has been 
sought is a comprehensive plan of 
marshalling Canada’s human and mat- 
erial power in this deadly struggle for 
national life and freedom, of giving 
everyone the opportunity of serving 
in tasks for which he is best suited 
and of securing the maximum united 
national effort. The announcement is 
expected when the session opens. It 
will undoubtedly be much the most 
important measure to be discussed by 
Parliament, and in the debate, mem- 
bers will bring out all the plans and 
points of dispute on this vital topic 
that have appeared in the press. 


The Air Minister C. G. Power has 
recently issued a warning that while 
up to the present there has been no 
trouble about getting air recruits, 
there is a definite ~ possibility that 
there may be some difficulty in the 
future about enlisting men in suffic- 
ient numbers to keep the air schools 
in full] swing. The air force will need 
every physically fit man between 18 
and 25. It may be that the age limit 
will have to be raised to 30 or 82, al- 
though men of the higher ages will 
not be suitable for air fighters but 
will be used on reconnaissance or 
bombing planes. The air force is 
starting “preservice” training for 
young men, The air cadet league is 
part of this plan, but the program 
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time a “cease training school” at 
Trenton which trains for other posts 
young men who have been disqualified 
for certain branches of the air ser- 
vice. The commonwealth joint air 
training plan is a Breat reservoir of 
trained men for the planes turned out 
in ever increasing quantity by the 
factories of the English speaking na- 
tions, and the reservoir must be kept 
full head. 

There are now 28,000 men in the 
Canadian navy and between 300 and 
400 naval ships are in commission. 
During the open season between April 
and November two naval vessels are 
turned out on an average each week 
by Canadian shipyards. This was true 
in 1941 and the same number will be 
built in 1942. Ever increasing vigil- 
ance is required of the officers and 
crew of ships of the Canadian Navy 
as enemy submarines now operate in 
coastal waters. The convoy’ work, 
however, goes steadily forward. Und- 

er Canadian escort over 50 million 
tons of supplies have been transport- 
ed to Britain, and whatever the haz- 
ard, teh life line to Britain will be 
kept open. 

An idea of the extent of this traffic 
across the Atlantic is shown in _ fig- 
ures of Canada’s export trade for 
1941, which total $1,621,000,000, an in- 
crease of nearly 40 per cent over 1940. 
Canadian supplies are being shipped 
to all allied free nations, and trucks 
and other mechanized equipment from 
Canadian factories are being used in 
the plains of Russia and the Libyan 
desert. The value of the trucks and un- 
iversal carriers shipped to allied coun- 
tries last year amounted to $148,000,- 
00. With the implements of war also 
went food supplies. Wheat exports in 
1941 amounted to 196,600,000 bushels. 

The Provincial governments and 
legislatures will pass on draft agree- 
ments in connection with income and 
corporation taxes which have been 
sent out by finance minister Ilsley.

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The plan which has been long discus- 
sed is that the provinces will with- 
draw from the income and corporation 
tax fields for the duration of the war 
and for one year after its close. In 
compensation for the loss of this rev- 
enue the Dominion government will 
pay Prince Edward Island $701,943, 
Nova Scotia $2,909,430, New Bruns- 
wick $3,650,067, Quebec $20,704,737, 
Ontario $28,961,488, Manitoba $5,634,- 
740, Saskatchewan $5,830,471, Alberta 
$4,080,218 and Britih Columbia $12,- 
048,367. The total is just about $84,- 
500,000. In the case of some provin- 
ces the compensation was based on 
the amount of the interest on their 
z debt, while with others it was 
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based on the actual amount raised by | 
the taxes involved in the last fiscal 
year. The three maritime provinces 
and Manitoba and Saskatchewan were 
also granted subsidies to cover fiscal 
needs. 

The Dominion government has also 
guaranteed the gasoline tax revenues 
of the Province and this compensation 
it is believed may reach a consider- 
able sum in view of restriction on 
tires ,gas consumption and other mea- 
sures of war economy. 

With the war drawing closer to our 
shores, interest has greatly increased 
both in air raid precautions and in 
the handling of enemy aliens in this 
country. One of the salient points of 
the general policy announced in Ot- 
tawa is that enemy aliens will be re- 
moved from protected areas on the 
west coast. Just treatment is promis- 
ed to all persons of enemy origin, but 
the R.C.M.P. are keeping a watchful 
eye on them.

of National and Regional War Labour Boards 
to administer the Government’s policy. 


National Employers 


Communications from employers and employees 
in the following employments should be address- 
ed to the Secretary, National War Labour Board, 


Ottawa: 


(1) the operation of lines of steam or other ships, railways, 
canals or telegraphs, including all services an 
thereto, connecting any province with any other or 
others of the provinces or extending beyond the limits 
of the province; 

(2) the operation of any system of air, bus or truck trans- 
portation connecting any province with any other or 
others of the provinces or extending beyond the limits 
of the province; 

(3) the operation of any electrical power or transmission 
works connecting any province with any other or others 
of the provinces or extending beyond the limits of any 
province, or serving two or more provinces: 

4) mining; 

6) the operation of any shipyard;

One ends a sojourn with the War- 
time Prices and Trade Board at Ot- 
tawa with a sense of having 
part in a great adventure; certainly 
with a sense of having watched an ex- 
periment on a stupendous scale, of 
having witnessed the breaking of vir- 
gin ground in an attempt to control a’ 
force —- inflation — that has hitherto 
successfully defied the genius of ev- 
ery nation that has attempted to con- 
trol it. 

There is no illusion among 
who are setting and 
the policy of the Board as to the nat- 
ure of their undertaking. They know 
that inflation has developed in every 
country that ever fought a major 
war; they also know how ruinous its 
results have been and they have set 
their teeth and toil at their desks 
from early.morning until late at night; 
determined and confident. It is a 
quiet confidence, tinged with pat- 
ience and good humour, and spiced 
by what the Chairman, Donald Gor- 
don, calls “spontaneous ingenuity.’’ It 
permeates the entire Birks Building in 
which the Board has its head offices 
and extends through the Administra- 
tors ‘offices and regional offices 
throughout Canada, for it is one of 
Donald Gordon’s outstanding qualities 
that he can inspire others with his 
own feelings and aspirations and lead 
them along with him in whatever 
must be undertaken. No defeatism, no 
faltering of faith in the ultimate out- 
come is found. The faith is simple 
and inspiring. As Gordon himself has 
said— “I can give you 50 reasons why 
this policy will not work. But, out- 
weighing all these, there is one imper- 
ative and impelling reason why it 
must and will be made to work. The 
reason is necessity —- national neces- 
sity, urgent, dire, undeniable—for the 
survival of this country and your 
homes and your families.” 

This confidence is strengthened by 
a knowledge of the Board’s organiza- 
tion. The Board proper includes repre- 
sentatives of Agriculture, Finance, La- 
bour, Munitions & Supply, National 
Revenue and Trade & Commerce. 


Representatives of Business 
And Industry— 

However in the application of the 
Board’s policy it is representatives of 
business and industry who act; men 
who know the problems of the busi- 
ness or industry affected. For exam- 
ple, Hon. Gordon Taggart, Minister 
of Agriculture for Alberta, heads up 
the foods division; E. G. Burton, a 
well known retail executive, is Retail 
Administrator; a baker heads up the 
bakeries section of the food division; 
textile men apply the price ceiling to 
the textile industry; shoe men take 
care of boot and shoe problems, etc. 
Practically all these Administrators 
and Co-ordinators are serving volun- 
tarily and thus business enforces the 
price ceiling upon itself. As Donald 
Gordon has said, it is a great under- 
taking in self regulation by business. 
In my opinion it is the greatest und- 
ertaking of this kind that has as yet 
been attempted.

Japan’s blitz has already given her 
possession of some of the wor!d’s most 
important sources of tin and rubber 
and fairly important deposits of key 
minerals. She will have to go much 
farther and seize Java and Sumatra 
before she can cinch 
her hold on 
greater part of 


the Malay Archipe- 
lago and before she 
can lay hands on 
any important oil 
territory. 

Thus, if Japan 
can be stopped in 
her tracks and pre- 
vented from penetrating further 
southward, she will still lack the big- 
gest prizes for which she has risked 
her national existence, 

An analysis of the raw material re- 
sources of the Malaya Archipelago, 
coupled with the latest military _ re- 
ports, produces the following picture 
of Japan’s position today.

Oil— The whole Archipelago pro- 
duced 8,300,000 tons in 1988 and of 
this amount only 900,000 tons came 
from Sarawak and Brunei, which are 
now in Japanese hands. Java and 
Sumatra are the principal producers. 

Tin— The Archipelago produces 55 
per cent of the world’s output and o° 
this amount the most comes from the 
parts of the Malay states which have 
already been captured. Ma'aya  pro- 


duced 85,384 tons to the Netherlands | 


East Indies, 44,563 in 1940. Unfortun- 
ately, Dutch production is largely 
from the Islands of Bangka, Billiton 
and Sinkep which lie off Sumatra’s 
east coast and are exposed to attack. 

Bauxite- Most deposits are in 
Johore, the southernmost Malayan 
state which remains in British hands 
and in Dutch territory. 

Iron ore— Most deposits so far de- 
veloped are in the Malay Peninsula 
which exported 1,616,000 tons in 1938. 
Two-thirds came from states already 
captured by the Japanese.

Rubber— The Malaya Archipelago 
provided 1,130,000 tons, or 81 per cent 
of the worlds shipments last year and 
of this amount just about half came 
from the alay Peninsula, The rubber 
states aye Perak, Selangor and Kedah 
which the Japanese have _ invaded, 
and Jodhore and Negrisembilan which 
are still in British hands. 

If the Netherlands Indies were lost 
the picture would become serious to 
a point of being critical. The allies 
would find themselves largely depend- 
ent upon their own stocks of rubber, 
tin and in addition, quinine, of which 
the Indies are virtually the only 
source, These facts would seem to in- 
dicate a stand on the present allied 
lines and a superhuman effort to pre-
